Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: applicants attorney called the examiner to discuss the 102(b) and 
103 rejection using the japenese and US references above. The attorney viewed the language " overhang " as the 
inner end of the lead to project so as to be be over the chip. The examiner agreed with the attorney during the 
coversation. However, after futher review the examiner viewed the word " overhang " given its broadest reasonable 
interpretation to mean " to project above Therefore, the reference shows a lead projecting above the surface of the 
chip as recited in claim 1 . The examiner explained to the attorney that the US reference above in the 103 rejection was 
utilized only to show that a lead can project directly above a chip. Therefore, the final rejection is deemed proper .
